Clueago, Nov. 14— A circular let­ 
ter containing several rather strong 
and convincing statements has been 
mailed 10 the stock holders of the 
Illinois Central railroad by President 
J. T. Ha rah an. It is regarded as a 
reply to the many statements made 
hj Stu.vYesant Fish in his efforts to 
¡secure the election of his candidaes 
as directors, and Mr. Harahan uses 
some very forceful language. While 
he has refrained from using 
“ the 
shorter but uglier word,“ the result 
is the same. He says that Mr. Fish 
has made untruthful statements and 
-Knew he was far from the facts when 
he made them. 
Mr. Harahan is quite vigorous in 
his denunciation of Mr. Fish’s efforts 
to cause the stock holders to fear for 
the welfare of the Illinois Central, 
and plainly says that the things Mr.’ 
hish so vehemently objects to were I 
all done during Mr. Fish’s incum­ 
bency of the president's chair and 
with his k nowledge, consent and en-| 
thuslastie approval. 
The tone of the circular, while it 
is quite dignified and earnest, is not 
» ted to cause a cessation of hos- 
• Mr. Harahan appears to tak e 
ound that the fight is between i 
he directors and Mr. Fish, and that ! 
a business proposition the stock -1 
more by sending 
‘han to Mr. Fish, 
the pock etbook 
and eliminates sentiment. 
The circular states that 
th e traffic 
Interchange with the Fnion Pacific 
and Southern Pacific is vastly more 
beneficial to the Illinois Central than 
i t is to the other two lines. The Illi­ 
nois Central was built into Omaha 
by Mr. Fish to secure a portion of the 
Interchange business of the 
Union 
Pacific, and because of the relations 
now ex isting, and made by Mr. Fish, 
the Illinois Central is given a very 
^ood share of the traffic. 
The Un­ 
ion Pacific has several ex cellent out­ 
lets east bound from Omaha and 
need not give a pound of freight to 
the Illinois Central, while the Illi 
nois Central has no western connec­ 
tion but the Union Pacific at Omaha. 
Severance of traffic relations would 
result in a reduced revenue for the 
Illinois Central. 


The interchange at New Orleans 
is almost a parallel case. Northbound 
the Southern Pacific can 
give 
its 
through business to two other lines 
and leave the Illinois Central with 
only its own business, while the Illi­ 
nois Centra] would be compelled to 
give the Southern Pacific the through 
western business it tak es into New 
Orleans, without a corresponding re­ 
turn. At that, Mr. Harahan mak es 
the direct statement that the busi­ 
ness received from the Union Pacific 
and the Southern Pacific is much 
greater than that given both lines 
by the Illinois Central. 
In speak ing of the varied commod­ 
ities that the Illinois Central trans­ 
ports and its diversified destinations, 
Mr. Harahan mak es the claim that it 
would be impossible for the officers 
of the Illinois Central to mak e any 
traffic alliance from the natural chan 
nels. 
The records of the 
inter­ 
change with the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific show that they gave 
the Illinois Central 16 per cent more 
busin 


June. 1907, as against June, 1906 
but an increase that v as earned and 
properly accounted for. 
Mr. Harahan appears to tak e verj 
seriously the reflections of Mr. Fish 
upon the accounting officers 
and 
their methods and mak es it appear 
that Mr, Fish is criticising, without 
warrant or reason, men in whom lit 
hitherto has had the greatest confi­ 
dence and methods which were stamp 
ed with his approval. 
Mr. Harahan 
insists that men and methods are 
not changed and that 
Mr. 
Fish’s 
charges 
are 
deliberate 
mis-state­ 
ments. 
It is understood that other state­ 
ments and charges of Mr. Fish will 
be discussed in circulars to be issued 
at an early date.
